The A B C society signified its 
willingness to turn over its weapons 
and the O C R R urged that law- 
enforcement duties be left to au­ 
thorities.

Colonization Society Holds Contract 
To Place 25.000 Nipponese 
Immigrants. 


Rio de Janeiro. Aug 25 (AP)— 
Almost every 
Japanese ship this 
year brings several 
hundred Nip­ 
ponese immigrants, all of them with 
a rudimentary knowledge of Por­ 
tuguese and Brazilian customs. 
The Japanese colonization society, 
which holds a contract to bring a 
total of 25,000 Japanese settlers this 
year, gives the immigrants a fort­ 
night's schooling before they sail 
for Brazil. During the ocean trip, 
classes are held aboard ship. 
As many as 1.200 come at a time, 
most of the immigrants disembark­ 
ing in Santos, for settlement in the 
interior of Sao Paulo. 
The Japa­ 
nese engage successfully in coffee 
growing, cotton and rice raising and 
tea planting. 
The tea industry is

When your head aches and does J 
not respond to the simple treatment j 
of rest—then you should have your 
doctor ascertain the cause and take ; 
the corrective measures to eliminate 
it. 
Some people believe a headache 
J can be stopped by pressing the roo! 
of the mouth with the thumb. 
The ancients used to “trepan” the 
skull, cut a hole In it to let the 
‘‘devil” out. 
One cure is about as sensible as 
the other. 
And don’t dive into {axils from 
which the water has been drained. 
That wil laurely bring on a head­ 
ache.

Ever Ride Surf? It’s Great Sport; 
But A Few Spills Accompany Thrills 


Honolulu (AP'.—Surf riding, pe­ 
culiarly a Polynesian sport and de­ 
veloped to a greater degree by the 
Hawaiians than by any other race, 
Is constantly drawing more white 
persons, or "haoles," to the ranks of 
those who ride the waves at 30 miles 
an hour or faster.

Emory of Bishop museum. Hawai­ 
ians have pursued this sport which 
is dangerous enough to be thrilling 
and is one reason for the great 
physical development of the Hawai­ 
ians of yesterday and the present. 
Chiefs First Surf Riders 
In ancient days, said Emory, surf­ 
ing was reserved for the chiefs, far 
more proficient riders than any to­ 
day. 
’’The chiefs were always willing 
to lay down anything, even a war, 
to take out the boards when a big 
surf was running," Emory said. 
Huge boards 17 feet long in the 
museum make the present boards of 
eight to eleven feet appear puny 
and bear witness to the strength of 
men powerful enough to paddle 
these heavy craft, using only the 
hands, sufficiently fast to approxir 
mate the sped of the breakers. 
* 
Surf riding presents an interesting 
study in physics, Emory explained, 
and is possible because the wave 
moves but the water does not. Es­ 
sentially it is sliding down a con­ 
stantly moving inclined plane whose 
forward surface of water slides up­ 
ward. creating friction that prevents 
the board from slipping to the bot­ 
tom. It is the same principle as 
sliding down an endless carpet that 
moves upward with sufficient speed 
to keep the slider from reaching the * 
bottom. 
Riders Slide to One Side 
The riders do not slide straight 
before the wave but diagonally to 
one side. If they tried to go straight j 
ahead the nose of the board would 
dip water and a “pearl dive” would 
result. 
Instead, as soon as the rider, who 
lies prostrate on his board before 
I the oncoming wave and paddies 
I furiously 
just 
before 
it 
reaches 
him. feels his board sliding down tile 
wave he stands up and as he rises 
lifts one side of the board slightly. 
The board veers in the opposite di- 
j rection and he rides at an angle of 
; approximately 30 degrees to the 
wave’s crest. 
Not only does this angling motion 
keep the board afloat but also the 
board goes faster, traveling, in ef­ 
fect, the hypotenuse instead of one

then rebounds perhaps ten feet into 
the air, and woe to the swimmer it 
strikes, for a board weighs from 60 
to 130 pounds. 
If all efforts to cling to the board 
are unavailing, ti.e rider s next best 
bet is to dive as deep and as fast as 
he can and not reappear until he 
hears tho roar of the wave pass on. 
Then he rises holding one hand 
above his head so another rider can 
breaker first goes to the bottom, steer past him.
